4n intelligent standpoint, Weare past the 
olden times, and gone into the nineteenth 
century, a contury of keen scratiny and re 
search, when juestion for good or evil 
must run the gauntlet of a piercing criti- 
ciem, and if it could not stand the test 
would be torn to pioces, It was well it was 
While ni measures Wore sometimes 
swept away by this spirit, because of the 
little chaff that might accompany them, yet 
a good one was braced and strengthened by 
being passed through the refining crucible, 
Auy measure which could stand the icono- 
clastic serntiny of to-day was bound to 
stand, uch was the Scott act, a nine 
teenth century measure, supported by nine: 
teenth century intelligence and progressive: 
ness, and in this nth century it was 
deatined to work wonders in this Canada of 
ours, There is one question on which both 
its friends and foos are agreed, viz., that in 
temperance is a terrible evil. The advo 
cates of regulation” and license admit 
that. The antis preseribe for ns two remo- 
dics, one is ‘moral snasion,” the other ia 
fe ulation,” or the license system. Well 
may they favoi’ ‘* rhoral suasion,” th f 
weapon of total abstinenct societies, These 
socivties, armed only with ‘‘ moral suasion,” 
are the best friends the liqtor sellers have, 
as they take the drunkard, keép him sober 
for a time, until he gets some moncy phead, 
when, in the majority of cases, Hd’ ngain 
fallax into hia evil way, and goes back to 
the liquor seller a more profitable ctistomer 
than Ne left him. This is moral suasion 
working on one hand, while the ‘regula. 
tion” law, on the other hand, leaves the 
xeller in a position to undo the good work, 
and more, for he not only gratifies but. cre- 
ates n taste for the liquor which proves his 
customer's ruin, They say: “GiVé usa 
conse law, and punish the dronkard fot get- 
ting drunk by locking him up for thirty 
days.” We say: ‘ Give us prohibition, and 
lock np the whiskey away from the dronk- 
ard so he cannot get drunk, and leave bim 
his liberty.” We are not here to wage war 
against the liquor sellers. They are gener- 
ally good citizens, whole-hearted men, pur- 
suing a trattc sanctioned by law; but as 
citzens we have rights, and it is our right to 
educate the people up to that point of with- 
drawing that sanction of Jaw, and of enact- 
ing a law which will make it a crime to sell 
liquor at all to any person. (‘The speaker 
here invited any who wished to ask ques- 
tions aa he proceeded, or to reply to his re- 
marks to any leagth desired.) Hotel keep- 
ing isa perfectly respectable business, but 
hotel keeping and rhiakey selling are two 
entirely different things, How often do we 
sce a hotel-keoper, possessed of wife. fam- 
ily and God-given talents, who will take 
halls, you through his dining-rooms, and 
and grounds, and other departments, with 
a just pride in allt But there is one 
room of which he does not seem at all 
proud; it is apt to be situated at the back 
part of the promises, with a screen before 
the door, so that you cannot seo what goes 
on there without going inside, It is the 
bar, and his own inner consciousness tells 
him the business done in that room is not 
one to be proud of, Itis a skulking, dis: 
putable business, which docs not court the 
honest light of day, It is that business we 
are fighting—not the hotel business. Why 
does our license law decree that a man can- 
not sell whiskey unless he keeps so many 
heds, so much general accommodation for 
the travelling public?’ Why should the 
two be connected? In the western states 
itis notso ‘Lhere hotels have no bars, and 
they thrive, while whiskey selling is a busi- 
ness by itself. ‘The liquor seller is as much an 


docs his neighbor the most harm, the man 
who waylays him and takes his parse or his 
life, or the man who supplies him with 
liquor until he robs hin of intelligence, rea- 
son and character? The law punishes the 
one, and licenses the other. We are agi- 
tating for protection against whiskey ax 
well as against highway robbery and other 
crimes against person or property. When 
we sce the heartbroken wives of our coun- 
try, the shame-stricken daughters, and the 
tempted sons, how can we say that this 
drink traffic is not far more crucl than rob- 
bery or murder? We want to change the 
law, to give us protection against all evils 
alike, and we must have a public sentiment 
in which to found the law. Law is but 
crystallized public sentiment, and without 
that sentiment the best law would be use- 
less, and without law to enforce it the sen- 
timeout is of little avail against the evil, 
Thore is in thia matter a great question of 
responsibility. A great many people do 
not yet realize their responsibility in the 
remises, Othe know it, but do not 
feel it to the point of action, Others know 
they are responsible, but cannot tell just 
how, and are like the schvol-boy, who 
thought he knew the meaning of ‘*re- 
sponsibility,” but could not put it in words; 
his teachor asked him to form a sentence 
in which the word was correctly used, 
“Well,” saidhe, ‘‘every boy has two 
bra puttons on his trousers behind, and 
if one button comes off there is a great 
deal of responsibility resting on the other 
button.” (Laughter) The moral trousers 
of the community ¢ been depending too 
long on the moral snasion button; now we 
want to sew on the legal button, divide the 
responsibility, and stop intemperance by 
removing the cause of it. ‘There are a great 
many who are opposed to the Scott act 
| bocause it falls short—is not total prohibi- 
tion. They are wrong. The Scott act is 
practically total prohibition for the county 
hich it ix carr More, voting for 
ott not is voting for total prohibition, 
and voting againat itis voting against pro- 
hibition. Tho old Dunkin act was not 
good, It wax very faulty and unantisfac: 
tory, and yet that act, bad as it was, whero 
it received a fnir trial proved far better 
than the license law When it was 
found the Dunkin act foll short of ite pur- 
pose, we applied to the dominion govern: 
ment for a prohibitory measure, ‘They anid 
the country was not ready for prohibition, 
that public opinion would not «apport them 
in such a measure. We thonght the country 
was roady for it, and asked for a chance or 
moans of proving our peony So the 
Scott act waa framed, on the understanding 
}that when the people, by voting for it, 
|whowed that they wanted prohibition, it 
waa to ho introduced by the government, 
The Soott act once parsed, wo wont down 
to the provines hy the sea, and got it car: 
riod in Frederickton and ono county, Then 
its opponents mail it waa unconstitutional, 
and it had to be tested, ‘To this end we se 
avictions for its violation be 
| fore the magistrates, one of which was ap: 
pealod from. Wo carried the case from 
coart to court, until it hed tho Britial 
privy council, the highest court of appeal 
inthe realm, from the decisions of which 
That body decreed that 
tho Scott act was constitutional, and thors 
was no more doubt but it could be onfor 
as the law of the land, Now itis in fe 
in nine counties out of the fourteon in Now 
Brunswick, in twelve out of the eighteen in 
Nova Scotia, and in every county in the 
province of Prince Edward Island, Now 
wo have come to Ontario, and now to Hast 
ings county, (Hoar, hoar,) The act has 
been voted on in fifty-six counties and cities. 
Of those, forty-six have adopted It, nine 
only have voted against it, and in one thore 
was a tio, which defeats it, In all the vot 
ing thore han boon a grand majority of over 
twenty-five thousand votes in favor of the

‘There are many in the position of the 
achool-boy, in the olden time, when we} 
learned grammar by singing: **A noun is 
the name of a person-placeerthir !

* Please, mam, a horgan-grinder.” ** Yes, 
bift why is an organ-grinder anoun 2” ‘* Be- 
st he's the only feller 1 knows on’ that} 
plays t thing.” (Laughter.) So it is with| 
many who condemn the Scott act—they do 
it with a very indistinct idea of what it is, 
or of what its provisions cover, The old 
Dankin act could be adopted in a county, 
town, township or village, leaving some=| 
times a small community hemmeil in by a 
large whiskey-selling territory. The Scott 
act ean be carried in no territéry smaller 
than a county or incorporated city, ‘The 
rere for the Dunkin act was spread over 
an indefinite time (in Toronto the poll was 
ait for two weeks), and the bar-rooms were 
all left open, so that frequently men who 
would vote for it were first made drunk, 
then brought to the polls drunk, and easily 
induced to vote against the law which 
would help to keep them sober; and, the 
vote being open, many timid ones either 
voted against their convictions or remained 
away from the poll altogether rather than 
face the taunts of the other side; and there 
was only one polling-place in a village or 
township, so that voters frequently had to 
travel many miles for the privilege of cast- 
ing their votes against liquor. On the con- 
trary, the Scott act is voted on allin one 
day, by ballot, and there are the same poll- 
ing subdivisions as there would be for a par- 
liamentary clection, while every bar-room 
in the county or city has to be closed from 
seven o'clock in the evening of the day be- 
fore the voting watil seven o'clock in the 
morning of the day after, The weak ones 
are thas given a chance to cast an intelli- 
gent vote, haying their sober senses left 
them, and with the ballot in their hands 
need fear no unfair influence at the polling- 
booth, Many are under the impression that 
the act allows sales of ten gallons of liquor 
ata time, but it does not only in this way: 
If there isa wholesaler in a county where 
the act is in force, whose market covers 
many counties perhaps, it would be manifestly 
unfair to close him up, and give his outside 
market to others, 60 Ke is allowed to sell ten 
gallons, but only then on condition that the 
sale is to parties outside the county. Be- 
ies this, liquor may be sold by one drog- 
gist in each township, by two in each town, 
and by one for each four thousand inhabit- 
ants of a city, for the purposes only of 
medicine, the sacrament or the arts; but if 
it is wanted for medicinal purposes, the 
druggist must be supplied with a certificate 
to that effect signed by a licensed phy- 
sician who has no interest whatever in the

At the apex the czar, be- 
low, forming a Jarge and solid Sasis, the 
peasanis, who fairly worship their soy- 
ereign: in the centre, finally, are those 
whom they call there the intelligent 
class. 

‘This represents thearmy, the: nobil- 
ity, people havingliberal professions,auch 
as physicians, lawyers, etc. All theso 
people have traveled, seen what has taken 
place among their neighbors, and hope for 
progressive changes, Since the emanci- 
pation acts the peasants only cultivate 
just the portion of the fields sufficient for 
their support; the rest isabandoned and 
becomes for the owners, instead of a 
source of revenue, the cause of constant 
worry and trouble.”

A Yast Pield For Sportsmen 
Labrador offers a vast field for the 
sportsman, and probably in a few years 
to come the possibilities of the country 
will be fully tested. Though reindeer, 
caribou, foxes, etc,, are to be found, the 
great attraction of the country will be its 
febing. Lakes, ponds, streams, and 
rivers abound everywhere, and it is a 
good country for traveling, the forests 
being sparse. The salmon and. cod- 
fisheries already empluy over twelve 
hundred vessels, giving employment 
directly and indirectly to nearly twenty 
thousand persons, Approaching from 
the strait, one is impressed with tho 
wildness of the coast. At every hand 
there is evidence of terrible conflicts with 
the elements. All nature seems opposed 
to itself, und land and gea wage oternal 
wor, Here the rocks rise in precipitous 
cliffs from the wa:er that slowly and 
surely i: undermining them. Huge 
wayes rise in the air in eagerness to reach 


Pig pens, an the porkers soon work them 
over. ‘The manure will handle oasier if

~~Thero are but few who have root cellars, 
who do not have them in use now, though 
far too many are not in the beat possible 
condition for keeping the roots, Damp- 
hess or moisture is eure to cause prema- 
ture decay, and, if it is apparent in any 
cellar used for the storage of roots, it 
should be at once remedied. What they 
(the roots) need is a cool, dry—compara- 
tively so—and dark cellar, and to avoid 
loss, be sure that no bruised or decayed 
roota go into the cellars with 
the sound ones. Never, if. it~ can 
be" avoided, store egetables in 
the house ‘cellar, for itis sure to make 
it unpleasant and generally unhealthy 
for the inmates, as the smell of the vege- 
tables will soon be in every room in the 
honse. Better build a cheap root cellar 
or receptacle, say in the side of a near by 
knoll. It need not be a very expensive 
affair, yet still be very efliciont. 
When the bulk of the grain has not 
been worked off, the bins should have at- 
tention, as well as the grain, Mico, rata, 
weevil and other enemies are constantly 
at work, and to prevent loss’ and secure 
the greatest amount of high-priced and 
marketable grain from the bins, consider- 
able care and watchfulness is necessary. 
A mouse hole ora rat hole stopped now 
may save cules sum of money, Somo 
use metal lined bins ; but we have found 
that the best, evory way, for our use, aro 
made of good oak plank, well-seasoned, 
smoothly planed and jointed properly. 
Taz Oren Novemner Days,—Gener- 
ally thore are very wany bright, mild and 
pleasant days during the month of No- 
vember, and farmurs should make the 
most of them, for soon the bleak cold of 
December and January will follow, when 
outside work must bo suspended. "Tt is 
almost impostible to go over the entire 
list of things, ‘niany ‘of ‘them small, 
though none the teas important,” which 
can be’ done profitably. ‘The barns and 
sheds can haye a thorough over auling,

made to afford comfort to the pigs and to 
enable thom to make a large lot of man- 
ure; the floors of the pens for calves, 
sheep, otc,, as well as the poultry yard, 
should be raised high enough to take off 
the surplus moisture ‘and insure them 
being dry, which can be dons by carting 
in clayey loam, or clay and sand, if the 
floors are of earth ; the fences, especially 
around the house, which have gotten out 
of shapo, should bo put in proper order, 
and can cither be painted or white- 
washod, if the weather is mild enough to 
admit of it; enough dry wood fox a 
month or two's use—to last until the 
regalar supply is gotten—should bo se- 
cured, and it should be cut and split for 
immediate usc, as well as stored in a dry 
and conyenient place, This is a duty

LOWERING A BOAT AT SEA, 


Invontivo Gontus Makes a Tack'o that 
insuros Lafety for the Crew. 

Arecent English invention seems to 
supply the demand for an apparatus 
which will lower a boat at sea and re- 
lease it from the tackles automatically 
with perfect eafety to the crew. A yerti- 
cal hook is secured at the stem and an- 
other at the stern, the pointa of the two 
being inboard. When the rings in the 
bottom of the tackle block are put in the 
hooks they are locked there by pins that 
stick into the shanks or the hooks. A

For several hours of each day they are in 
trusted to the care of a stranger, and it is 
only reasonable that she should be anxious 
as to the way in which their time is spent, 
The character of the teacher employed do- 
pends larg » the character of the trua 
tees who employ him, and each voter is able 
to exorcise some influence on the character 
of his wchool board, There is fit too little 
attention paid to school trustee élections, 
If the women whore names are of the 
assessment rolls, who pay taxes on their 
r and who as taxpayers have a right 
to vote, would only turn out to school moet 
ings, criticise school management, and vote 
at trustee elections there would be more in 
tercst tuken in these matters by the other 
sex, very much to the advantage of all con- 
serned, If women would now and then be- 
come candidates for the office of trustee 
themselves, 80 much the better 
Women, whether married or unmarried, 
can vote at school meetings. Ouly widows 
and spinsters have been entrusted with the 
right to vote for membera of municipal 
councils. This ix the first year in which 
even these conld vote, At some future 
time the legislature will no doubt have 
married women in the same position 
r hnsbandless sisters, but m anwhile, 
those who hive the municipal franchiso, 
aud their numbers are great, should make 
a point of exercising it, Every woman who 
is taxed for property should havesome voice 
in the choice of those who collect the taxes 
and spend the money, And those who are 
allowed to have such a voice should iuke it 
a matter of conscientious duty to give it of- 
fective utterance through the medium of the 
ballot, The beat way to secure the inunici- 
pal franchise for unmarried women, and the 
political franchise for all, is for women who 
have the limited franchise to use it gener- 
ally and oarefully in thy public interest, 
here is’ Spécial reason why those wo- 
men, who ave for the first time entrusted 
with the municipal franchise, should go to 
the polls every year to vote for reeves, 
councillors, mayors and aldermen, The 
regulation of the liquor traflic is intimately 
bound up with our municipal system, 
Municipal councils can do much to restrict 
the traflic if thoy choose to exerdise the 
legal powers for that purpose, ‘’ 
Keep down the number of licenses, they 
can abolish saloon licenses, they cau compel 
the separation of the liquor trade from the 
grocery business, and they can raise the li- 
conse leo, If those woinen who can vote 
would use their influcuce for men kuown to 
he favorable to the utmost possible restric 
tion of the traflic they might work a social 
revolution of no inconsiderable extent, and 
do much to «dente public opinion in tavor 
of general proibition, —Canada Citizen.

Causes of tho Little Reboliton in the Tale 
of Buye 


KYE CROFTERS 


Tho little rebellion now oxisting in the 
alo of Skye, says tho Ne York Commer 
Lial Advertiser, has not been vory cloarly 
defined, as to its causes, in the accounts 
recoived by cablo; but it in no 
least difficult to understand and acox 
for any conceivable discontent among 
the poor oroftors of that island 

Tho island isin the main unfit for agri 
culture, ‘Tho lower lying tracts aro sue 
ceptible of cultivation in potatoes and a 
fow other products, but the climate is 
unfavorable, the soil poor, and the ro 
sults of labor very uncertain, The land 
system, not only in Skyo but in other 
islands of the group, is about the worst 
one conceivable. The greater part of 
Skyo belongs to one great proprictor, and 
the course of great ostates, intended for 
tho support of a double or trip'o set of 
dependents wvpon tho soil, is felt 
throughout tho Hebrides, In many casos 
tho land is held of the great proprietor 
by tacksmen, a sort of middlemen bo- 
tween owner and cultivator, men who 
hold the land by loase and sublet it at 
higher rates to others, levying a second 
rent of theirown, which would bo a well- 
nigh unendurablo burden to agricultural 
industry even in the best conditions, 
while the conditions in the Hebrides are 
tho worst, 
Tho crofters are simply small renters— 
mon who hold little fields or gardens 
upon the most uncertain of tenures—that 
of tenants at will—at high rents. Thoy 
livo by fishing and kelp huatiog, and by 
serving summer tourists; and their lives 
aro one long battle with absolute destitu- 
tion, with the odds terribly against 
them. 
That there should be discontent 
among people so asituated—especially 
when tho population is eo excessive as it 
isin these islands—is quite a matter of 
course, and the desperation of such dis- 
content is equally tobe presumed, Men 
who, at least, aro allowed only the barest 
possibility of eubsistence, and who are 
exposed (o tho loss even of that small 
chance, by ordinary circumstances, or by 
the arbitrary will of those who oppress 
them, are not apt to be particular as to 
legal forms in their efforts to preserve 
themsolves and their children alive. 
Tn tho present case the crofters are be- 
having surprisingly well. The announce- 
ment having been made to them that a

A Queer City in the Air. 


The pueblo of Acoma, situated ninety 
miles west of Albuquerquo, is one of the 
most remarkable communities in New 
Mexizo orthe United States, In tho 
middle of a valloy, six miles in width, 
s{ands a butte, and on the top of this is 
Alcoma. Eight hundred people aro liv- 
Ing there and they and their ancestors 
have gathered there the sum of th: ir pos- 
soasions for nearly three centurles. ‘This 
butte isone of many that aro tho rem- 
nants of a mesa that has been worn away 
y the eroism of the ages and survives 
only in flat-topped mountains here and 
there. The valleys between aro fortile, 
and untold generations of men have scen 
them covered with grain and flocks of 
sheep. Sometime in tho seventeonth 
century the Laguno, or valley Indians, 
made war upon the Acomas for the pos 
seasion of the countryand tho latter being 
the weaker occupled this butte as a de- 
fensive position believed to be impreg-

ience is not so rare as the ‘*Evoning Post” 
supposes, and that a person nood not be 
a Napoleon to be favored with this usefal 
faculty, saya tho “‘Amorican Architect.” 
We have avery distinct recollection of 
many instances in which wo haye our 
solves tried the experiment with success, 
and at ono time, whon it was necessary 
for a considerable period for us to wake 
on certain days of the week at a very 
early hour to take the first train to the 
place where our services were then noed- 
od We had an opportunity of studying 
the circumstances under which this po- 
culiar spocies of self-control is most easily 
exercised, During this poriod we found 
nodifliculty in waking regularly within 
about five minutes of the timo necessary 
to enable us to reach the train comfort- 
ably, although for a portion of the time 
this involved getting up long before day- 
light ; but we discovered, that in 
order to awake with precision at the right 
moment and to rest quietly until it ar- 
rived, it was necessary to look at our 
watch just before going to sleep, If we 
noglect this precaution we are apt to 
sloep uneasily, waking first an liuc or 
two more before the proper time, and 
allowing ourselves in consequence only 
short naps afterward until the minute ar- 
rived for getting up. Whatever part of 
our mind it might have been that took 
charge of waking us, ib seemed to begin 
its count of the hours from the time at 
which wo composed ourselves to sleep, 
andif we did not inform onrselves of 
this, our conscioas reckoning was corres- 
pondingly uncertain, and the effort to 
wake vague ; but if wo took a clear note 
of the time In the evening, wo could sleep 
peacefully through tho whole of the al- 
lotted interva!, sure of being aroused at 
or very near its expiration. Another con- 
dition of waking we found to be the oc 
currence of some external event through 
wh'ch, as it wore, the internal effort 
vvuid take effect upon our senses. A very 
trifling circumstance, the flutter of a leaf 
outside the window, the chirp of a bird 
or any other ofthe unnumbered sounds 
of early morning was suflicient, if it hap- 
pened at the right time, to wake us, bya 
sort of magnifying process which at the 
moment gave the power of startling us 
by anoire which would at other times be 
unnoticed ; but without such sensible im- 
pression we should not have waked. Ia 
fact, on one or two occasions we remom- 
ber to have been impressed with a dim 
consciousness of waiting for something to 
happen before waking, anda moment 
later a trifling sound would open our 
senres with a little shock, ‘T’o the neces- 
sity of waiting for this impression, small 
as it might be, we are disposed to attri- 
bute the variations of a minute or two 
either way from the exact moment as- 
signed for waking, which might otherwise 
be kept with exact punctuality.

He refers to the fact that our presont 
mothod of cultivating wheat does not at 
all correspond to the nature of the wheat 
plant. A bushel of whoat contains 600,- 
000 to 700,000 grains; a seeding of two 
bushels per acre consists of 1,200,000 or 
1,400,000 grains. How many ears grow 
onen acre? One bushel, drilled October 
16, gave 812,860 ears ; 14 bushel, drilled 
November 20, gave 934,120 oars, The 
game year, on the same light land, single 
grains planted 12 inches apart both ways, 
ora single grain on oach square foot, gave: 
Planted Sopter r, 1,001,880 oars por 
acre; planted Octobor, 4, 966,782 oars 
per acre ; planted October 17, 658,320 
ears per acre, ‘Tho only possible modes 
of increasing the crops, Major Hallet re- 
marks, aro by increasing the number of 
the ears, or their contents, or both. It 
appears that the number of the ears is 
practically the same, whatever the quan- 
tity of seed employed, say 23 to the 
square foot. But when these 23 ears, in- 
stead of boing produced from an equal 
number of weakly, half-staryed crowded 
plants, are produced upon one fully-dev- 
eloped plant (from a single grain) whose 
roots have had free growth ; they are of 
double tho ordinary size, and can, by re- 
peated selection, be made to contain, on 
an average, ab least double tho ordinary 
number of grains, But the advantage of 
such fully-deyeloped cars, Major Hallet 
says, does not stop there, for grains 80 
grown aro very large, and 460,000 fill a

Thore are found in all parts of tho 
country men and women *ho uso alcohol 
rogularly and in limited quantities, To 
the casual observer they go on for years 
in this state, and are apparently no 
worso, and finally die at last of some com- 
mon disease, leaying the reputation of 
having lived what the inobriate would 
call an ‘ideal life’ of moderate drinking, 
Why they drink is not clear, If they 
have any reasons, it is always sustained 
by their unbounded faith in the capacity 
to abstain at any time at will, Theo 
cases are inobriates in every respect, ex- 
cept in the prominence and intensity of 
the symptoms.

How to Exterminate Wild Carrots, 


The rains of the summer were uncom- 
monly favorable for tho growth of the 
wild carrot, and the meadows have heen 
white with tho “‘lace flowers,” as ladics 
somotimes call this pest. A good farmer 
having been very watchful for two years 
in extracting every plant of wild carrot 
from a hundred acres of meadow finds 
tho search this year nothing but a pleas- 
ant ‘walk over. Some f»ks are ar- 
ranging for a fevere two years’ course of 
education in this particular. We doubt 
if two years will be effectual with mead- 
owe that have long been given over to 
this plant. The seeds are numeroys and 
hardy, living in the soil for many years, 
and waiting a chance to sprout, The 
land cannot be cleaned in a year or two, 
unless it lie fallow, and by repeated har- 
rowing five or six crops of the young 
plants are killed ina season, If there 
aro only a few ecattering plants, pulling 
up by the roots may answer the purpose, 
On some ficlds, when carrots are about as 
plont rass, pulling is out of question, 
{t would cost about as much as tho land 
is worth, The plant is a biennial; the 
root dies after bearing seed, and mowing 
close to the ground is just as good as the 
pulling. If not ont close, it will sprout, 
and send up blossom shoots, and make 
secds three or four times in a season, 
The only treatment, aside from the plow- 
ing and harrowing, is to prevent tho seed- 
ing of the plant, by either pulling or 
mowing it as frequently as it may be 
found necessary.— [American Agricultur- 
int.

The moderate use of spirits for a 
lifetime is a mere accident in the order of 
nature, and the ability to stop, resting 
in the will p wer, is a popular fallacy. A 
certain number of cases havé signs of in- 
cipient phthisis, which may never burat 
out into full disease, 

Asmallnumber of cases exposed to 
smallpox, or any infectious disease, never 
take it; but these are the rare exceptions, 
whose causes aré unknown, from which 
no deductions can be drawn. Moderate 
drinking that does not go on to inebriety 
is also the exception. The chain of ox- 
clting causes that bring on these extreme 
stages may or not be understood, but 
they always break out sooner or later in 
the history of the case, Practically tho 
study of this early stage of inebriety is of 
tho utmost value in the treatment. Here 
remedial measures can bo made of tho 
greatest avail in checking and preventing 
any further progressofthe disease. Whon 
inebriety ja fully recognized as a diseased 
condition, requiring study and medical 
care, this prodromic period of moderate 
drinking will receive the attention it de- 
nerves. 

In the meantime, as ecientificmen, we 
must continue to call attention “to this 
early beginning of inebriety, so full of in- 
dications and hints of the march of dis- 
case, whoso progrets and termination can 
often be predicted with positive certain- 
ty.—[ Journal of Inebriety.

Signs Which Carcful Gbservers May Mely 
Upon, 

A communication to the Southern 
Planter deals with tho subject «f woather 
prognostics, Fow intelligent p: runs can 
have any sympathy with tho so-called 
prophets who oracularly announce pheno 
mena, giving datos, occasionally making 
lucky hits, but as often firing their random 
sh its altogothor wide of the mark. ‘That 
there is, however, something in woathor 
philosophy, intelligent porsons will be 
quite ready to concede, and they will bo 
in accord with the views of the writer 
when he recommends the observation of 
natural phenomena, which has been long 
practised, Ho says; 

If ono could road tho sigas, each day 
foretells the next; to-day is tho pro- 
genitor of to-morrow. When tho atmos- 
phere is telescopic and distant objects 
stands out unusually clear and distinct, a 
storm is near, Weare on the crest of 
the wave, and tho depression follows 
quick. 1¢ sometimes happens that clouds 
sre not so indicative of a storm as their 
total absonco, In this state of the atmos- 
phere the stars are unusally numerous 
and bright at night, which is also a bad 
omen, It appears that the transparency 
of tho alr is prodigiously increased when 
acertain quantity of water is uniformly 
diffased through it, Mountaineers predict 
a change of weather when, the air being 
calm, the Alps covered with perpetual 
snow, seom on a sudden to be nearer the 
observer, and their outlines are marked 
with great distinctness on the asure sky, 
This same condition of the atmosphere 
renders distant sounds more audible. 

There is one redness of the east in the 
morning that means storm; another that 
indicates wind, The first is broad, deep, 
and angry ; the clouds look like an im- 
mense bed of burning coals; the second 
is soft and more vapory. Atthe point 
where the sun is going to rise, and a few 
minutes in advance of his comlug, there 
rises straight upward a rosy column, like 
a shaft of dyed vapor, blending with and 
yot partly separated from the clouds, and 
the base of which presently comes to 
glow like the sun himself. The day that 
follows is pretty sure to be windy. 

It is uncertain to what extent birds and 
animals can foretell the weather. When 
swallows are seen hawking very high, it 
is a good indication, because the insects 
upon which they feed venture up there 
only in the most auspicious weather.

A RARE AUTOMATON. 


Schenectady's Mechanical Marvel which 
is to Astonish the World. 


Nicholas Thelan, of Schenectady, N. 
Y., a blacksmith by trade, is now en- 
gaged on a piece of suromatic work 
which will be completed in another 
week, and which is really wonderful in 
construction, By the aid of ninety-four 
small imitations of human beings, the 
movements of which are regulated by 
machinery, Mr. Thelan portrays the 
closing rcenes in the life and death of 
Christ. The cabinet is of light weight, 
and could be easily transported from one 
place to another. The machinery is in 
the lower part. There are nine com- 
partments in the upper cabinet, the 
doors of which open in rotation and dis- 
close the progressive scenes of the Pas- 
sion. In the lower partare keys similar 
to those in a large organ. In front of 
these and a little above is a Jarge roller, 
operated by cog wheels and a rope, At- 
tached to the rope is a heavy weight, 
which, after being raised, is allowed to 
descend, and the machinery is set in mo- 
tion, The roller, on which are small 
pieces cf wood placed at intervals, turns 
slowly, and cach piece Jn its turn comes 
in contact with a key, A wire leads 
from each key to a separate compart- 
ment in the cabinet, and when the pieces 
of wood on the roller strike the keys, the 
compartments open and the mute display 
begins. When the machinery is first 

laced in motion a curtain rises in the 
ront of the cabinet and Christ and his 
apostles are discovered sitting at the last 
supper.

David Smith, of Menie, is about to can- 
vass Stirling for a new thing in the way of 
washing-machine, called the ‘* Model 
washer," which wor! ictly on scientitic 
perce It consists of a galvanized iron 

ase, With a circuitous passage underveath, 
surmounted by @ tin pipe resembling a 
moke-stack. On the base, each side of the 
pipe, is a hollow brass ball which serve as 
steam-chambers, ‘The whole is placed in 
the boiler at one end. ‘The clothes, pre- 
pared according to directions given, are then 
pu and covered with water, which must 
not reach above the pipe. The whole is sot 
boiling, and the boiling process, together 
with the force of the steam generated in the 
steam-chambers, causes the water to boil up 
through the pipe, out of which it is thrown, 
nd ig thus kept continually in motion 
throngh the clothes, which lave been pre- 
viously soaped. In a very short time this 
action removes the dirt, which with the 
soap adheres to the machine, and is after- 
wards cleaned off. No rubbing whatever is 
required, Several of tho machines have 
been left on trial with different ladies of the 
village, who report very favorably us to_ its 
work and labor-saying properties.

I know it is said that 
ungodly people may hear a gospel sermon 
on a aca occasion that would seldom 
or never heur the gospel otherwise, ‘This, 
alas! may be too true, But I have never 
yet heard of any man, woman or child that 
was awakened and converted through a 
funeral sermon, while I have known of 
many instances where ill-will aod hard feel- 
ings have been engendered by what the 
preacher did or did not say on such an oo. 
casion, Again, the custom of exhibiting 
the dead js so repugnant to all our finer and 
better feolings that Lam amazed at its con- 
tinnance. If the mourning friends could 
hear the flippant and criticising utterances 
that sometimes fall from the lips of morbid 
curiosity they would never auffer such 
acones to bo repoated, Surely the dead 
body of our loved one is the most sacred 
material thing we can posness; and where, I 
ask, is the sunee, reason or religion, that 
would lead ua to expose that most sacred 
dust to the idle and curious gaze of a pans 
in a pitblic crowd ?

He 
enters intosome mercantile pursuit, as a 
rule, for which he has no special training, 
and for which he is noi fitted in any way. 
Lacking ax he does, experience of mer- 
cantile methods, and giving credit as he 
has been accustomed to do in his agricul- 
tural operations. ho soon finds his capital 
gorle. It only one in a hundred that real- 
ly makes a success in mercantile life,and 
he only after many and grievous losses 
and wearing,trials, and the farmer who 
would devote the same energy and sppli- 
cation to his farming methods would most 
assuredly be three times as successful os 
ifhe had changed. Every business or 
pursuit in life requires a special training, 
knowledge and aptitude; these, except 
the latter{n a degree, come trom exper- 
ience, and farming most assuredly forms 
no exception. Conntry life is fully as 
honorable and manly, as it is more en- 
nobling and simple than city Jife, and 
there is no sense or reason in the gibe 
and sneers so often cast upon life on the 
farm. No sensible person 1s affected by 
this, andthose who love the farm the 
most are those who haye been farmers, 
have had a taste of olty business and life 
and returned to it. 


Deep Ploughing and Moisture. 


The question is often asked: “How 
does Seep euenine make the soil moist- 
or?’ I believe ib is an accepted fact that 
wherever warm air comes in contact wi.h 
a body cooler than itself the water in it 
condenses intodrops. On a warm day 
wo soo it often on the outaide of a pitcher 
of cold water. Fogs and dews are made 
inthatway;andour rain, most of it, 
coming up from the gulfin those heavy 
currents of warm air that we frequently 
have. When we pulverize the soil deep- 
ly the warm air, which is fullof moisture, 
penetrates down and all through it, and 
the ground being cooler than the air,con- 
denses the water into drops, which an- 
swors in place of rain, sothe deeper and 
the more we pulverize it the more molst- 
ure it will collect from the air. Not only 
that, but as warm air is rich in food for 
plants, it serves in the place of manure, 
too, Thirty years ago ihoro was a terrl- 
ble drought in the East. Professor Mapes, 
a large market-gardener, had had his 
ground underdrained and sub-soiled, and 
his a7) where he could, were cultivat- 
ed with a sub-soil plough.

The Late Post-Master General of 
England. 


It would be impossible for any man to 
have compassed the extraordinary success 
unter extraordinary difficulties which 
was achieved by Mr. Fawcett without at- 
tracting to himself the admiration and re- 
spect of his own countrymen; but it 
would have been by no means impossible 
—it is rather, indeed, tho rule, we fear— 
for a man so cruelly tried by adverse fate 
In his ascent of the “‘diflicult steep” to 
fail in arousing any warmer feeling than 
respect and admiration ‘among his fellow 
men. The uses of adversity may be in 
one sense sweet, but they are seldom 
sweetening. A lifelong misfortune which 
only serves to brace a vigorous will may 
at the same time sour even a healthy 
temperament, and tho spirit which re- 
foses to sucoumb to it too often emerges 
from the struggle triamphant, indeed, 
but sorely marred. The victorions sol- 
dier fresh from the conflict is a figure to 
be honored, but often not to be willingly 
embraced by men, _ It was the peculiar 
distinction of Mr, Fawce't that ho not 
only won the battle, but came out of it 
morally unscathed. The defeated enomy 
had left no wound upon his heart, had 
shorn away no grace of charhoter. Mr, 
Fawcett never showed morosenoss or pot- 
nlance, envy of the happier fate of others, 
or too much pride in his conquest of his 
own.  Hisentire freedom from any ten- 
dency toward these failings was justly 
rewarded by a measure of political suo- 
cess which was certainly not greater than 
his general desorte, and which has often 
been equaled, if not surpassed, by men of 
inferior quality to himself. Ever since 
his appointment to the Post Office he has 
grown, it isno exaggeration to say, as 
rapidly in Parliamentary reputation as in 
public esteem, And thus, while the 
country has to lament the loss of ono of 
the most able and diligent administrators 
who havo over filled his important cflico, 
the House of Commons, on its own part, 
losesa mau who, as Lord Hartington 
truly said, commanded ‘not only tho re- 
spect, but even the affection,” of tho 
whole Assembly.—Saturdsy Review.

A Peril of The Sea, 


The wrecked and abandoned merchant 
vessels which haye drifted into the path 
of Atlantic steam travel are a source of 
danger which is by no means insignifi- 
cant. If we take the Pilot Chart of the 
North Atlantic Ocean, issued by the Hy- 
drographic Office of the United State 
Navy, for the month of October, we sha) 
get an idea of what the perils from dere 
lict hulks are at the present time, 

The first craft of this kind to strike t,o 
attention is the ‘Maggie M, Rivers.” 
Turning to the files of reports in the 
Branch Hydrographic Office, of which 
Lieutenant W. L, Field, U S..N., is in 
charge, with Lieutenant J. A. Shearman, 
and Ensign L. Semple assisting, in the 
New York Maritime Exchange, we find 
that this schooner, loaded with lumber, 
was abandoned off Cape Hatteras on the 
7th of January last, her crew being bare- 
ly able to save their lives, She drifted 
easterly sovoral hundred miles, then 
southeasterly, then northerly, then west- 
erly, being reported February 6th, March 
2, April 18th, May 9th, June 14th, and 
June 26, After the latter date she drift- 
ed several hundred miles in a north sast- 
erly direction, to where she was reported 
on the 11th of September, She had tra- 
yelled back, in short, into the Gulf 
Stream, after having originally passed 
across and out of it ; and a continuance 
in her present course, influenced by this 
current, must carry her to the steam lanes 
that traverse the Atlantic, 

Noxt we observe the brig ‘Albert M.,” 
abandoned June 10, about latitude 42° 
north and longitude 64° west, directly 
in the steamer routes to Europe. She 
drifted nearly five hundred miles easter- 
ly, all the time in the steam lanes, for 
4 poriod of over two months, being seen 
directly upon the most southerly route 
August 13, Then she passed onin a di- 
rection little south of east, and on Sep- 
tember 1 was desoried in about latitude 
41° degrees and longitude 49°, 

Then wo observe the derelict bark 
“Ethel Blanche,” which was abandoned 
east of Newfoundland, She has since 
drifted easterly, then northerly, and from 
Aug 5 to September 6 southeasterly, and 
the latest report shows her to be directly 
in the track of steamers bound to and 
from the English Channel. 

Southeasterlyfrom the ‘Ethel Blanche,” 
and at prosont bomoe distance south of the 
steamora’ track, we observe the derelict 
bark ‘‘Appendix,”reported September 14. 
North of the latter, and within the track 
of tho Atlantic steamers, near the most 
northerly route, isan unknown derelict 
bark, reported Soptember 18, Not far 
from the brig ‘‘Albert M.'s" last report- 
od position isthe dorolict bark ‘Halcy- 
on,” reported Saptember 20, She, how- 
ever, is south of the southerly steamer 
route, Several hundred miles southeast 
of the **Haloyon"’ is an unknown derolict 
bark, reportoa July 29,

unkr own derelict schoonor off Oape May, 
undor date of September 22, and an un- 
known threo-masted schooner a little 
further south andnearer tho shore, About

It wan wt first doubted that ateol pens 
could be made in this country, but it was 
soon learned ‘that tho requléite skilled 
labor could be obtained for high wages, 
and the success of the pioneers Jed) ono 
manufacturer after another into the busi- 
neas, until now the field is pretty well 
supplied. Most cf the fon) on those 
little instruments is dono with the aid of 
vory nice machinery worked by women 
and girls. The steel used ix imported 
because it is believed that the quality is 
more uniform than American steel. This 
uniformity of quality is necessary because 
of the very delicate tempering required 
inthe manufacture of the pens. That 
myoterious quality of stcel which glves 
different grades of élasticity and britfle- 
ness to different colors of steel is a 
quality that requires €xpert manipulation 
on the part of the workman who does the 
tempering. He must know the nature 
of the material with which ho works, and 
with that knowledge must oxerciso a 
celerity and skill that seizes Qpon the 
Proper instant to fasten the steel at a heat 
which insures the requisite quality. 

First the steel is rolled into big sheets, 
This is cut into strips about three inches 
wide, These strips areannealed ; that is, 
they are heated toa red hoat and per- 
mitted to cool very gradually, so that the 
brittleness is all removed and the stoel is 
soft enongh to be easily worked. Then 
ghe strips are again riled to the required 

thickness, or, rather, thinness, for the 
average steel pen is not thicker than a 
sheet of thin letter paper. Next the 
blank pen is cat out of the flat strip. On 
this the name of the maker or of the brand 
is stamped. The last is a very important 
factor. There are numbers that have 
come to bea valuable property to manu- 
factorers. Many clerks say that they 
cannot work to advautage unless they 
have particular stylos of pens. The result 
is that by passing the wird from one 
writer to another a market is socn created 
fora favorite style. Each steel pen has 
therefore to be stamped with soflicient 
reading matter to identify ib thoroughly. 
The stamping is dene with very nicely 
cut sharp dies that cut deep and clean s0 
that the reading matter will not be oblit- 
erated by the finishing process. Next the 

pen is moulded in a form which combines 

gracofulness with strength. The round- 
ing énables the pen to hold the requisite 
ink, and to distribute it more gradually 
than could be done with a flat blade. 
Tho little hole which is cut at the end 
of the slit serves to regulate the elasticity, 
and also facilitates the running of the 
ink, Then comesthe processof hardening 
and tempering. The stce! is heated to a

A Noted Nihilist's Death At Paris 

One of the engravers employed by MM, 
Aubert and Vogelein, No, 104 Ruo Da 
Faubourg Saint Denis, died suddenly the 
day before yesterday by tho bursting of 
an aneurism. This man was the Polish 
Nihilist, Ladislas Rachinski, formor di- 
rector of the Russian Imperial Printing 
Office under the reign of Alexander IL, a 
post to which he had attained by his tal- 
ent as he was the simple son of a peasant. 
He entered the Nihllistic movement in 
1876, and was selected to kill the Czar, 
Tho plot was discovered, but Rachinaki 
escaped to Germany, whenoo he passod 
into Switzerland aud thon to Paris.
